More prominence has been given Lo 


tlie subject ol aerial Investigations than 
to other experimental work. Concerted 
cloud observa'tlons In co-operation with 
foreign countries have been made at u. 
number of stations. From these ic is 
hoped to gain information regarding the 
general circulation of the atmosphere, 
particularly during the stormy weather. 


Kite experiments are resui'ned. 
On 


one occasion an altitude of 7000 feet was 
obtained. Professor Moore says that thi 
use of kites is always limited by the 
condition of thc winds. There appears 
to remain but one other means .of e:i- 
Iioslns meteorological instruments at ap- 
proximately fixed points in free air, 
namely, by the use o£ devices sustained 
by the action of propellers, which .either 
lift the apparatus directly or give it a 
specially ascending or descending mo- 
tion. 
Many devices of this character have 


been proposed, by Ingenious Inventors. 
It Is a possibility thatimportantmeteorc- 
logical stations ot the'future will be dual ^ 
l:i character. One portion will remain as i 
at present at the surface of the earth., 
The other portion will be,pcised at .a 
great height in midair, riding.at anchor 
To the base of station, asJtwcre. Simul- 
taneous observations from a system of 
widely distributed stations of this char- 
acter would enable the future forecast 
official to map out the atmospheric con- 
.dltlon, both horizontally and vertically, 
und arrive at Q. more exact knowledge of 
the temperature, pressure, etc.
